Thank you for your facsimile letter of February 22, 2002. 
The following is my reply to your questions. 

This publication does not teach in detail the use of metal flakes for 
making metallic toner. This invention relates to metallic toner by using fish 
flakes instead of metal flakes. 

In the section of "prior arts" of this application, it is mentioned that toner 
which has metallic color tone has not been known yet,
